HAT would YOU do if Post- 

master General Farley should 

announce an important issue 

of commemorative stamps and 
add that, because of limited demand in 
the usual course of business, there would 
be printed but 150,000 copies of the Yac 
and only 75,000 copies of the 6-cent val- 
ue? Would you make an effort to get 
your share of those two short printings? 
Ah, yes. Human nature. We’re not go- 
ing to condemn the Canadians who tried 
to corner the market in Victoria Jubilees 
back in the year 1897. We shudder to 
think what might happen today if the 
same situation should develop in the 
United States. 

June 20, 1897, marked the Diamond 
Jubilee of Queen Victoria and the year 
was also the 400th anniversary of the 
voyage to America of Cabot. The Can- 
adian Post Office Department decided to 
recognize both by producing a special 3- 
cent stamp and so notified the public 
some time in advance of the celebration. 
But within two months the postmaster 
general changed his mind and in May of 
that year announced that a large set of 
stamps, sixteen of them and ranging in 
value from 14 cent to $5, would be is- 
sued. The face value was $16.20'%. 

He also announced the quantities to 
be prepared:

SPECULATION CURBED 


The stamps were placed on sale June 
19 and every post office was crowded 
with buyers. Everyone seemed to have 
but one idea in mind—to obtain as 
many 4 and 6-cent stamps as possible. 
Postmasters immediately began to dole 
these values out in order to give all an 
equal opportunity to buy and rushed re- 
quisitions for more supplies. Their an- 





swer was an order to halt the sale of 
these two values except to persons buy- 
ing a complete set. The speculators 
shifted their attention. Another order 
resulted and the 8-cent, $1, $2, $3, $4 
and $5 stamps were removed from indi- 
vidual sale. 


As soon as the demand for complete 
sets appeared to be satisfied—near 9,000 
sets having been sold in a month—the 
restrictions were eased up and the stamps 
split into short sets. One set consisted 
of the 1% cent to 50-cent; another ranged 
from 14 cent to $1. Postmasters again 
received instructions, this time definite 
caution not to break sets and that even 
when compelled to return 1% cent in 
change when selling one of these sets, 
they must give a regular issue 1% cent 
stamp and not a Jubilee of that value. 
Thirty to 40,000 of these short sets were 
sold in quick time, 

As promised, the Jubilee plates were 
destroyed on Sept. 10 and shortly after 
the postmaster general reported that his 




















department had no Jubilees on hand 
save a few complete sets. 


AVAILABLE FOR YEARS 


One of the department orders during 
the period stated that the Jubilee issue 
would remain valid for postage so long 
as it remained in circulation but that 
the stamps would not be redeemed from 
postmasters. This order must have either 
been rescinded or ignored for it is known

While the central design is appealing 
we wonder how it will appear on a 
square stamp. There was the possibility 
of placing the oval diagonally, a diamond 
shaped effect. We might also observe 
that the drawing of Virginia Dare’s 
mother is reminiscent of the Virginia 
Dare so long identified with the label on 
a wine bottle.

contracted for, according to the figures 
above, a bi-colored stamp would actual- 
ly cost the government $48,750, as com- 
pared to $7,150 for the single color 
stamp. 

The element of time must also be 
taken into consideration in the produc- 
tion of a bi-colored stamp. More than 
twice as much allotted time is required 
for such a double operation of printing, 
plus the care involved in registering the 
color plates. 

A last minute change was made by 
post office officials in the central design 
of the Constitution adhesive. At first 
it was planned to depict Independence 
Hall in the bi-colored stamp, but now 
with the change to a single color, the 
J. B. Stearns painting of the Signing of 
the Constitution will be used. This il- 
lustration was one of the official pictures 
of the George Washington Bicentennial 
Convention, 1932. 





There is nothing official connected 
with the prize contest being staged by 
the procurement division of the Treasury 
Department for a design for a one-cent 
United States postage stamp, as far as 
the Post Office is concerned. 

Six months ago, Edward Bruce, chief 
of the painting and sculpture branch of 
procurement, suggested to P. O. officials 
that he would stage such a contest, as a 
means of possibly unearthing ideas for 
future U. S. stamp designs. It is ex- 
tremely improbable that the prize win- 
ning design will be used on a stamp, 
however. 

The acknowledging of such a contest 
by the Post Office Department would au- 
tomatically place the P. O. in a rather 





delicate position as contests have been

frowned upon by this department and at 
the same time would place the ability of 
the draftsmen and artists who design 
U. S. postage stamps in a more or less 
unfavorable light. 

It is the opinion of this writer that 
Mr. Bruce is exceeding his bounds jn 
staging contests for stamp designs and of. 
fering cash prizes to the extent of $509 
for first prize; $300 for second; and $209 
for third.

The designs must be exactly six inches 
wide by seven inches high. In the en- 
graving of the postage stamp, designs are 
reduced in size to approximately three 
quarters of an inch wide by seven-eighths 
of an inch high. Submitted designs must 
be mounted or carried on a board, suf- 
ficiently stiff to remain flat, which shall 
be exactly ten inches wide by twelve 
inches high. Only one color may be used. 
That is the green now customarily used 
for the one-cent stamp. 

A portrait of George Washington, as 
president of the United States, must be 
represented in either full face or profile 
in the stamp design. The dates of his 
terms of office—1789 to 1797—must also 
be included. The words “United States 
Postage” shall appear in the design. The 
figure “1” shall appear in the lower right 
hand and lower left hand corners of the 
design, with the word “CENT” between. 

All designs must be submitted anony- 
mously. Each design should be accom 
panied by a plain sealed envelope en- 
closing the artist’s name and address and 
attached to the design. These envelopes 
will remain unopened until after the 
award is made by the jury. 

An artist may submit as many designs 
as he wishes. Each should be carefully 
finished to give as complete an idea as 
possible of how the stamp will look. 
Rough sketches should not be submitted. 
The artists whose designs are chosen by 
the jury shall also agree in accepting the 
award to make revisions of their designs 
at the request of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

It has been indicated that although 
this competition has been publicly an- 
nounced, there will probably be a con- 
siderable lapse of time before this first 
“Presidential series” stamp is actually 
issued. Just when the completed series, 
as projected, will be accomplished is like- 
wise a matter of conjecture. To complete 
the series there would have to be thirty 
other stamps. 


First Day Sale 


First day sales of the Northwest Terri- 
tory commemorative stamp at Marietta, 
Ohio, and New York City totaled $21,- 
592.53, according to an official bulletin 
from the Post Office Department.

Editex’s Comment 


FIRST DAY COVER We who have 
PROCEDURE been collecting 

stamps and cov- 
ers for some years are apt to be startled 
occasionally by the ignorance of the be- 
ginner. Those are not meant to be 
harsh words. Weren’t we all ignorant of 
the niceties of collecting in the days 
when we began to accumulate our first 
specimens? The point is that we who 
publish stamp magazines ought to devote 
more space to the fundamentals of the 
hobby. 


Here is what happened recently. A 
beginning collector ordered some of our 
first day envelopes and, after he had ad- 
dressed them to himself, shipped the lot 
back to us. He evidently believed that 
we would buy some of the new stamps, 
frank the envelopes and post them at 
the proper office. Naturally, we do not 
do anything of the kind—even if he had 
sent the cash to buy the stamps. We

We do not touch 
stamps themselves—that is a field for 
the stamp merchant who advertises his 
wares in our magazine. This collector 
simply did not understand how to obtain 
first day covers and I feel certain now 
that there must be many others in the 
same boat. 

This is the procedure: Buy a few spe- 
cially printed envelopes well in advance 
of the date upon which a new postage 
stamp is to be released to the public. 
Address these envelopes to yourself and 
“stuff” each one with a folded sheet of 
note paper so that the envelopes will 
have some body to them and pass 
through the post office canceling ma- 
chines nicely. Seal each envelope. Do 
not prepare more than ten for each type 
of stamp that is being placed on sale as 
post office regulations prohibit a larger 
quantity. Place these envelopes in a 
larger one and address it to the postmas- 
ter at the town where the stamp is to be 
placed on sale. Do NOT forget to in- 
clude cash or money order with which to 
pay for the stamps you desire placed on 
the envelopes. Simple, isn’t it? In due 
time your covers will come home, bear- 
ing the new stamps and properly can- 
celed. 

Just one more suggestion. Don’t wait 
until the last minute to make these ar- 
rangements. Send your covers to the 
postmaster at the proper town well in 
advance of the day of sale. Watch the 
magazine for details of first day sales. 
Sometimes the Post Office Department 
does not service first day covers and in 
that event the collector must depend on 
cover dealers to make all arrangements.

We presume that The Washington Star 
meant Linn’s Weekly Stamp News when 
it referred to premature publicity as this 
magazine was the first to carry the an- 
nouncement.

If it is true that 
the Post Office Department has penalized 
us because we were ambitious enough to 
strive for leadership in the philatelic 
field by giving the collectors rapid cover- 
age on news pertaining to new stamps, 
then the department is stooping to a lev- 
el far beneath its outward dignity. We 
find it difficult to believe that The Wash- 
ingon Star has the correct information as 
to why the changes were made in color 
and design of this impending issue. 

Regardles of how many times post of- 
fice officials may “cross us up” we shall 
continue to give the news as rapidly as 
received and our Washington corre- 
spondent will continue to ferret out 
every bit of information he can. If he 
is more enterprising than some other 
philatelic press representatives in Wash- 
ington, he is to be praised rather than 
penalized.

NEBRASKA had no tax stamps prior 
to May, 1935, but has since then well 
made up the deficiency. Beer, wine and 
stronger liquors only bear the stamp tax 
so far but the total range of stamp de- 
nominations—forty-two—is exceeded by 
only four states: Texas, California, South 
Carolina and Missouri. 

Nebraska’s initial tax law assessed beer 
at the rate of 3 cents per gallon with 93 
cents for the barrel, as the high value 
and unique as the face value of any kind 
of a stamp anywhere. The concurrent 
wine and liquor stamps were all in the 
form of strips about 14 inch high and 6 
inches long, and ran to many values. As 
the first issue of various values ran out 
during 1936 and early 1937 they were 
being replaced by stamps shorter and 
wider, about 1x4 inches. 

When the legislature met this year the 
rate on beer was raised from 3 to 3% 
cents per gallon, hard liquor from 50 to 
80 cents; light wine from 5 to 15 cents, 
and fortified wine from 15 to 40 cents.

Cuban Sugar Stamps 





The Cuban government announces de- 
tails of the new commemorative stamps 
dedicated to the cause of sugar, the chief 
agricultural product of the island, al- 
though we have no information as yet 
when the stamps are to be available. The 
three values will picture the sugar cane 
plant, a primitive sugar mill and a mod- 
ern sugar refinery in addition to the ships 
of Columbus on each value. Printing 
orders are given as: 2,000,000 of the Ic, 





4,000,000 of the 2c and 500,000 of the 5c. 


Australasian Notes 
S. ZELENKO 





AUSTRALIA 


The two new stamps (id. and 2d.) 
are printed in sheets of 180 by the 
Australian note and stamp printer, 
John Ash, and his imprint appears 
in the center of the bottom selvedge. 
The paper used is unsurfaced and wa- 


termarked Multiple C of A_ and 
Crown. The stamps are perforated 
1314x14. 

The 3d., 6d. and 1/- values of the 


new series will make their appearance 
on Aug. 2. In size the stamps will 
be identical with the two already is- 
sued. The 3d. denomination will prob- 
ably show the head of King George 
crowned, in blue. The 6d. will be of 
a pictorial character and will depict 
the kookaburra, which appears also on 
the current 6d. value. The design has 
been redrawn for the new stamps, but 
the color will remain the same. The de- 
sign for the 1/- value will be the same 
as that of the current 1/- denomination 
portraying the Lyre bird. The size of 
the stamps will conform to the size of 
the two new stamps already issued 
(21mm x 25mm). 

Official announcements are to the ef- 
fect that the new Australia-England fly- 
ing boat service will commence in Jan- 
uary of next year and bases are already 
being prepared on the Australian coast. 
Suggestions for increasing the air mail 
service from twice to three times a week 
have been made in responsible quar- 
ters. 


NAURU 


May 10 was the day of issue for the 
Nauru Coronation stamps. No official 
cachets were in use, but all covers were 
cancelled with the date stamp reading: 
“‘Nauru—Central Pacific.” 


PAPuA 


The first day of issue for the Corona- 
tion series was May 14 at Port Moresby, 
capital of Papua. It is possible that a 
few of the more isolated post offices did 
not receive supplies by that date, and 
consequently first day covers posted 
through them would be cancelled at a 
later date. 


NEw GUINEA 


An official cachet reading: ‘Territory 
of New Guinea, First Day Cover, Coro- 
nation, Commemorative Issue” was used 
on first day covers posted at Rabaul, the 
capital of New Guinea. The day of issue 
was May 18. Most of the cancellations 
do not show the date to the best ad- 
vantage and it is probably for that rea- 
son that the cachet was added. Although 
the date of withdrawal has not been an- 
nounced by any of the above three colo- 
nies, it is understood that the stamps 
will be on issue until Dec. 31. 


FIJI 


New pictorials for this colony will 
probably be issued late this year or early 
next. They are being prepared in Eng- 
land and will be printed in sheets of

NEW ZEALAND

They 
forgot, however, that whereas the com- 
merce issue was to remain on sale for 
one month only, the Coronation series 
will be sold right to the end of the year, 
and the postal authorities will be only 
too pleased to overprint as many thou- 
sands as may be necessary to meet the 
demands.
